Dear Islamic sisters! In today’s Bayan, we are going to listen to a few 
attributes of the excellent character of Sayyiduna Siddeeq-e-Akbar 4 U6i2b| ae 
and his blessed sayings.

Finally, 
in the last part of the day, he regained consciousness. When they inquired 
after him, the first sentence he 4 JG b «- spoke was, ‘How is the Beloved 
Rasool (als alls ale Wt esl Ie)?” Upon hearing this, many people of his tribe got 
angry and left. 


When the respected mother of Sayyiduna Siddeeq-e-Akbar, Umm-ul-Khayr

plasallsae Wabi le, How is he?’ Instead of replying to this question Sayyidatuna 
Umm-e-Jameel @ dG zhi ae said: ‘If you want | can go with you to your son.’ 
Then both went to Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddeeq 4¢ U6 ab ae. He Xe U6 abl we 
asked the same question: How is the Beloved Rasool ss as ale U6 abl de’?

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Sayyiduna Abu Bakr’s yearning for worship that he 2 U6 2\ ce would weep 
while reciting the Holy Quran and would observe Nafl Siyam in addition to 
Fard Siyam in summer. Today if we ponder over our condition, we find that 
we observe Fard [obligatory] Siyam with great difficulty even in winter 
though in winter, days are very short and nights are very long and one feels 
less thirsty during the day. Whereas, in summer, usually days are very long 
and nights are very short and one feels intense thirst during the day.

Madani campaign of Nafl Siyam 


Dear Islamic sisters! The Madani campaign of Nafl Siyam continues especially 
through the followers of Madani In’amaat in Dawat-e-lslami, the Madani 
movement of devotees of Rasool. Let’s listen to a few Madani pearls about 
the Nafl Siyam. 


Few Madani Pearls about Nafl Siyam 


The Beloved Rasool <s ais ae Us adb de has stated: If someone keeps a Nafl 
Sawm one day and he is given the whole earth full of gold as a reward, even 
then, his reward will not be complete, he will be given his reward only on the 
Day of Judgement. (Musnad Abi Ya'la, vol. 5, pp. 353, Hadees 6104) 


Organizational grading for Sawm-observing Islamic sisters 


= Excellent: The one who observes ‘Sawm-e-Dawoodi’, that is, observes a 
Sawm every alternate day, or at least 15 Siyam in a month at her 
convenience or observes Siyam throughout the year except for the five 
prohibited days (It is Makruh Tahreemi to observe a Sawm on Eid-ul-Fitr, 
and 10, 11, 12, 13" of Zul-Hijja-til-Haraam). (Durr-e-Mukhtar, Rad-dul-Muhtar, 
vol. 3, pp. 391) 
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= Better: One who observes Sawm every blessed Monday and Thursday 
will be considered to be ‘better’. (Observing Siyam on Monday and 
Thursday is a Sunnah. However, one observing seven Siyam in a Madani 
month at her convenience will also be organizationally considered to be 
‘better’.) 


= Average: One who observes Sawm every blessed Monday or due to some 
compulsion, on any other day will be considered to be average. (In this 
way, she will observe four or five Siyam in a month.) 


= Remember! If a Nafl Sawm is deliberately observed, it will become Wajib 
to complete it. If one breaks it, its Qada will become Wajib. 


(Durr-e-Mukhtar, vol. 3, pp. 473) 


= If parents forbid their son from observing a Nafl Sawm for fear of illness, 
the son should obey his parents. (Rad-du/-Muhtar, vol. 3, pp. 478) 


= A wife cannot observe a Nafl Sawm without the permission of her 
husband. (Durr-e-Mukhtar, vol. 3, pp. 477)

handkerchief in the hand and the palm should touch the palm. (8ahar-e-
